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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant's request for consideration it 
is noted that the apparatus of Lauer et al appears to have a very flexible form, and, in being so, the Examiner takes the position that if the 
nozzle of Lauer et al was methodically compared to the claim language of the instant application, expressly, a nozzle having a channel, 
"formed in a nozzle, body, wherein the shape of the channel at the inlet end is such that the cross-sectional area of an upper region of the 
channel located above a plane drawn midway between an upper wall and a lower wall of the nozzle body is substantially equal to the 
cross-sectional area of a lower region of the channel below the plane at said inlet end, and wherein the shape of the channel changes 
between the inlet end and the outlet end such that the cross-sectional area of the upper region of the channel is smaller than the cross- 
sectional area of the lower region of the channel causing air from said blower to travel at a higher velocity in the upper region of the 
channel than air passing through the lower region of the. channel at the outlet end" the nozzle of Lauer et al can plausibly achieve the 
conditions of the claim by one having ordinary skill in the art merely by manipulating the nozzle of Lauer et al to conform to the desired 
conditions of the claim language.. 
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
